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THE NEW TESTAMENT IN GILBERT'S ISLAND 
LANGUAGE, 

We are indebted to the Honolulu Friend, of 
May 1st, for an interesting account of this trans- 
lation. Gilbert’s Islands are a part of the Micro- 
nesian group. The author thus speaks of the 
origin of the Mission: 

Sixteen years ago, away nearly 2,000 miles to the 
southwest from Honolulu, there were living 30,000 
or 40,000 inhabitants on the Kings Mill or Gilbert 
‘group of Islands. They were living in the very 
lowest state of heathenism, without a written 
language, reported very cruel and savage, dwell- 
ing on low coral islands, without any commodity 
except cocoanut oil to exchange for articles of 
Civilized life, and having no desire for trade ex- 
cept for tobacco. Their clothing consisted of the 
veriest fig leaf arrangements, made of the pandan- 
us leaf. Among such a people, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bingham took up their abode in 1857, and com- 
menced the study of their language, and now 
after sixteen years have rolled away, he has com- 
pleted the translation of the entire New Testament, 
which was finished on the 11th of April, 1873. 

The completion of this work was the occasion 
of a pleasant festive celebration at Honolulu. “It 
was eminently a social and congratulatory occa- 
sion. His Majesty honoured the gathering by | 
his presence, and the informal but highly appro- 
priate manner in which he conducted the vener- 
able Mrs. Thurston to the adjoining room, where 
@ generous repast was spread, was a most pleasing 
feature of the occasion.” There were singing and

whither we were going under the patronage of the 
American Board, to assist in the evangelization of 
that portion of the world. The Micronesia Mis- 
sion, assembled at Ponape in September, 1857, as- 
signed us to the Gilbert Islands, where as yet no 
missionaries had resided; and on November 18th 
of the same year we took up our abode on Apai- 
ang and commenced at once the acquisition of the 
language of the people. In February of 1859 I com- 
menced the translation of the New Testament for 
a people numbering 30,000. 

The first portion ever printed consisted of the 
first eleven chapters and a part-of the twelfth of 
the gospel of Matthew. This was done here in 
Honolulu under the supervision of Rey. E. W. 
Clark, early in 1860, and reached us at Apaiang, 
June 23d, being brought by Captain Gelett. Early 
in 1864 we printed on a little press at Apaiang 
the whole gospel of Matthew and the Epistle to 
the Ephesians. ’ 

Some of the difficulties involved in translating 
the Scriptures into a new language may be infer- 
red from a brief passage in Mr. Bingham’s address. 
“Our alphabetic sounds did not answer, and the

frequent occurrence of certain letters to represent 


the desired sounds and non-occurrence of others 


made some ingenuity necessary to supply the defi- 
ciency.” Thus Mr. Bingham says: ; 

It may be here remarked that about one-fourth 
of all the letters were a’s, and k’s were very numer- 


ous. As our font of type was very limited we were - 


obliged to cut off the d’s for additional a’s, and to 
cut a nick in the right hand part of our h’s for 
additional k’s. 4 

There were some striking providential inter-

1863, and the providential providing of a ship- 
wrecked printer, who had sailed six hundred miles 
in an open boat to réach that group, will long be

Is on our way to Micronesia,! To the next incident we can bear personal testi- 
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mony, as we had something to do in bringing this 
subject before the Committee on Versions, who 
recommended the work to the Board of Managers 
for publication. 

While we were in the United States, in 1866, 
Matthew, John, and Ephesians were reprinted at 
the Bible House in New York, in an edition of 
1,000 copies, and formed a part of the cargo of the 
Morning Star No. 2, around Cape Horn. 

Then follows the history of the printing of 
the other portions, until the entire New Test- 
ament was at length completed. And again he 
says: 


That there may be such eagerness for the word 
of life among the Gilbert Islanders, that a new 
and improved edition may be soon called for is 
our earnest wish: No one can feel more deeply 
than myself that the present translation is not all 
we could wish it to be, but I have the comfort of 
feeling that all is the best which I could produce 
in the years which have been given to it, with 
weak eyes and frail health, which have not per- 
mitted more than two hours and a half of daily use. 
In after years it may perhaps furnish some help 
to some missionary to prepare a revision or to re- 
translate the New Testament. In the mean time 
let us hope that this portion of *God’s word may 
be blest to the conversion and edification of some 
of our fellow men now wandering in gross dark- 
ness upon those coral shores. 

Mr. Bingham returns grateful acknowledgments 
to all who have aided him in the accomplishment 
of this great and good work. In speaking of these, 
too numerous for us to particularize, he says: 

To those members of the board who have en- 
couraged me in my work, and who have been 
forward in voting from time to time for the pub- 
lication of such portions of the Testament as were 
stated to be ready, I render especial thanks, and 
to none more so than His Ex. E. O. Hall. I thank 
this board for their kind recommendation of my 
services to the American Bible Society, through 
whose liberality the Testament has been published 
at an expense of about $2,200. 

The above account gives room for interesting re- 
flections, but we forbear. Let any one think what a 
new life is given to a savage people when they 
have the Scriptures translated into their language, 
printed and circulated among them. What new 
views and impulses are necessarily created. How 
the Bible expands their views, elevates their char- 
acter, improves their morals, and establishes the 
individual, domestic, and social virtues, as well as 
lays the foundation of good government and all 
civilized habits. We say necessarily, for where the 


Bible goes God sends his Spirit to open the eyes’ 


and teach the hearts, and lead souls to Christ and 
heaven. In securing spiritual and heavenly good, 
earthly blessings follow in the train. “Seek ye 
first the Ingdom of God and his righteousness, 
and all these things shall be. added ‘unto you.” 
Let the reader remember, that this is the work and 
the sort of work that the American Bible §8o- 


ciety is engaged in, The various new versions 
that we print are but a repetition of what is here 
related. Think of the many versions of the Scrip- 
tures into newly written languages, and you may 
form some idea of the importance of this work. 
The American Bible Society has printed the Scrip- 
tures or portions of them in various new lan- 
guages, among which may be mentioned the Ben- 
ga, the Mpongwe, the Grebo, the Zulu, in Africa ; 
and the Choctaw, the Cherokee, the Ojibwa, the 
Mohawk, the Dakota, the Creek or Muskokee, 
the Nez Perces, and the Seneca, in our own 
country. Add also the entire Bible in Hawaiian, 
and portions of the Scriptures in the Kusaien, 
the Ebon, and the Ponape languages. To all 
these multitudes of people the American Bible 
Society has sent forth the book that gives eyes to 
the blind, and ears to the deaf, and that guides 
blinded souls into the regions of light and immor- 
tality. Time will disclose the effect of these la- 
bours on earth, but eternity alone will reveal the 
full benefit in future realms of bliss.

Foocnow, CHINA, May 5, 1473. 

DEAR BrotHeR:—Your kindness of January 
18, accompanied by the Annual Report, was duly 
received, but circumstances have not permitted 
an earlier reply. I am thankful that you wrote 
so fully and freely, especially on the subject of 
Scripture distribution; for although a difficult 
matter, yet it is one in which I feel deeply inter- 
ested, as an auxiliary in our work here in China. 

Just prior to the reception of your letter I re- 
turned from a long and interesting tour in the 
country. I was absent twenty-eight days, and 
travelled about 500 miles, the greater portion of 
which was through a tract of country entirely 
new to me. After reaching our farthest chapel 
to the northwest, 180 miles from Foochow, ac- 
companied by two native preachers, who could 
speak the dialect sufficiently well to sell books 
and preach, I passed on into what might be 
ealled “the regions beyond,” and for nearly two 
weeks slept in native inns, and was among people 
very few of whom had ever seen a foreigner, and 
you may be sure that the excitement was almost 
intense at places, but throughout I met with very 
kind and respectful treatment, with the exception 
that the children were occasionally somewhat 
rude and boisterous, as might be expected. I 
visited two district cities, never before reached 
by a Protestant missionary. At one of them the 
Roman Catholics have had a chapel for five years, 
and claim some three hundred members. By in- 
vitation I visited the chapel, which was fitted up 
and adorned in the usual Roman style. Crosses, 
crucifixes, and pictures were hung in profusion 
about the room; but alas! they were without (the 
one thing needful) the Scriptures, and the mem- 
bers seemed very ignorant of the simplest re- 
ligious truths, although apparently less bigoted 
and prejudiced against Protestants than Catholics 
are in America or Europe. Some of them came 
to me, and in their simplicity gladly purchased 
the word of life, which their priest is plainly 
chargeable with withholding from them. 

The opportunities on my tour for selling books 
were most excellent, and the liberal supply with 
which I had provided myself at the chapel was 
exhausted long before I wished it to be, and I 
found it quite embarrassing to be among a strange 
people without books to offer them. Invariably 
the first question was, “What’s the toreigner’s 
business?” and, upon. being told, to sell books, 
they wished to know, “ What books? Let us 
see them,” and with none to offer it was difficult 
to satisfy their curiosity. It was very gratifying 
and encouraging to observe how greedily some of 
the people in the new places purchased the books, 
especially when informed that they contained doc- 
trines. Some would purchase all the different 
kinds we had, and come back in a short time 
eagerly inquiring for more. .Haw I longed for 
access for a few moments ‘to our book room at 
Foochow. : x 

The books sold were nearly all Scriptures, the 
gospels and a few tracts, amounting in all to 
some 9,500 cash worth (about $8 50). In the

is of course better than in the older ones. Our 
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of members is small, but the good work is going 
on encouragingly. 

Shortly after my return from the northwest, 
I had the pleasure of accompanying Brother 
Ohlinger on a tour southward through his work 
and on to Amoy. I was highly gratified to ob- 
serve the good effect of our new plan of entrust- 
ing the sale of books to the preachers instead of 
to colporteurs. We have a depository at ‘‘ Hing- 
Hwa” city, from which all the preachers in that 
region are to. draw their books, opening an ac- 
count with the bookstore keeper, they being held 
responsible for all they take out, on the same 
plan that it is done by the preachers of our 
church in America; the good percentage allowed 
being quite an incentive to sell books, and their 
being held responsible for them a strong motive 
for their taking good care that none of them 
were lost. They seemed to be active and in real 
earnest in the matter, far exceeding anything I 
had ever before observed, and I think it may be 
safely predicted that un increase in the sales dur- 
ing the year will be the result. Iam more than 
ever convinced of the propriety of rigidly ad- 
hering to the sale of books, and the pernicious- 
ness of giving them away here in China. The 
Chinese are able to buy everything élse they 
want, and have money to spend for many useless 
and foolish things, and there seems to be no 
reason why they should not Jearn to prize and 
purchase the Scriptures and all our religious 
publications.

BIBLE WORK IN ITALY, 
FROM REY. J. B. THOMPSON, D.D. 
? NeEw York, May 3, 1873. 

My Dear Srr :—On behalf of the Free Italian 
Church I have to thank the American Bible So- 
ciety for its grant of one thousand dollars for 
Bible work in Italy. .It is not yet two years since 
this church first adopted its constitution, but it 
is doing its work etliciently and systematically, 
and increases in favour with God and man. I 
have before me a letter of Signor Conte, pastor 
of the congregation worshipping in the Governo 
Vecchio (the old City Hall), in the Via Corallo, at 
Rome, in which he says: 

“We have in our church two zealous deacon- 
esses, who labour wonderfully for the diffusion of 
the word of God, by going from house to house 
to speak of the grace that is in Christ, and carry 
into these abodes which would otherwise remain 
shut against the word of life, the Book of God 
and his testimonies, Besides going through the 
dwellings and offices, they have concentrated a 
great part of their activity on asylums and _hos- 
pitals, carrying God’s words of comfort and peace 
to many troubled and despairing souls, showing 
them that there is a friend of sinners, and a High 
Priest able to sympathize with our sufferings.” 

He goes on to say, that recently an evangelical 
Christian thrown into prison on unjust accusa- 
tion, asked for a Bible, and through this instru- 


mentality the prisons also are now open to Bible 


work. Led on by such indications of Providence, 
they have organized in Rome a Ladies’ Society for 
the diffusion of the sacred Scriptures.

Thus are 
they providing the best possible kind of help, 
a. é., self help, for the poor.

VALPARAISO BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The colporteur of the Valparaiso Bible Society 
in his recent visits to the ships in this port, has 
met with great encouragement on one of the Chil- 
ian men of war. 

As the colporteur’s boat neared the vessel he 
hailed a seaman on board, who had already be- 
come interested in the study of the Seriptures, 
and the latter went below to request permission 
for the colporteur to offer his books to the crew. 
The captain objected at first, but finally con- 
sented, after hearing the remark of another officer, 
that it was “better for the men to spend their 
money in the purchase of good books than to 
waste it at the dram shops.” 

A ready sale was soon found for the Spanish 
publications which the colporteur had brought 
with him. .The captain purchased a valuable 
copy of the Bible, and officers and men bought 
copies of the New Testament, History of the Retor- 
mation, Evenings with the Romanists, ete. Many 
expressed surprise that books so handsomely print- 
ed and so nicely bound could be sold at such a 
low.pficeis ws gSaei .: aes):

Visited eighteen ships at anchor; every 
where received with kindness and sold twelve 
dollars’,worth of books. 

A German family, in which there was 
great indifference two -years ago, showed decided 
Interest to-day the members of it invited me to 
call oftener and supply tlfem with good reading, 
They are trying to serve the Lord. 

16th and 17th. Visited twenty-four ships ; 


sold twenty-seven dollars’ worth on board nine of 


them; spoke with twelve captains and 260 sea- 
men. 

18th. Saw twenty-four patients in the English 
and French hospitals ; six met in a room for wor- 
ship. In four Chilian families sold books. 

2ist. In the family of an Englishman married 
with a Chilian sold more than nine dollars’ worth 
of books. They asked for several Spanish Bibles 
to be brought to them. A German woman 
bought, for a French family, four Spanish Testa- 
ments to distribute among their children and 
servants. A native carpenter who had sold his 
Bible, small print, at a lower price, replaced it 
with one of the new copies of the Madrid edition 
at two dollars. aT

has received fresh impulse. Our coach—which 
could not go out in the provinces of late months 
owing to the Carlist bands—found good employ- 
ment as the news of the republic bemg established 
arrived. At first the news seemed too good to be 
true, so that while thousands and tens of thou- 
sands flocked out no one seemed sure; but on the 
second day, midst universal rejoicing,” we sent 
out the coach into the most prominent part of the 
city, and very soon we began a sale which made 
our money swell out, as it used to look in former 
times, just after the revolution. The U.S. consul 
stood by some time, seeing the way we did our 
business, and he said, ** Well, I never saw such dis- 
patch as that,” and every day since the coach has 
been out, and taking one day ‘with another, the 
sales have been unexampled. Here is the sum to- 
tal: over 12,000 Bibies, Testaments and Por- 
tions, 6. sheet almanacs, 4,000 Obreros 
(Workman British), 3,000 good Gospel tracts, in 
a little over two months. -

perience that coach work is the most effectual way of 
evangelizing the masses in Spain by preaching and 
sale, [ have long wished for another coach. ‘This 
week a singular opportunity occurred to put in 
mIny way a coach ready made. A coachman in a 
gentleman’s family, whom I had taught to read 
ten years ago in this place, told me his master had 
a coach which had never been used (intended and 
built by his master asa present for a marques, 
but the marquess died just as the coach was tin- 
ished), and he thought it was just the kind of 
coach for our work, and that his master would 
be glad to get it out of his way. I went to see it, 
saw it was just the thing, asked the price—400 
dollars. Ihad $300 only. [bidthat sum andit was 
accepted, so I hope soon to have a second coach. 
God is greatly owning the circulation of his price- 
less word in this country. The blind man con- 
tinues faithful to his work. Every day witnesses 
acrowd of people gathered round him in the Ram- 
ble, and he reads from the gospel by John (the 
only copy of the Scriptures we have for the blind), 
and his sales are excellent. Think now that. for 
three and a half years that man has been standing 
daily witnessing for the Lord, who opened the eyes 
of his understanding, and that he has continued 
to sell many copies of the word daily during that 
space of time.

REPORTS OF DISTRIOT SUPERINTENDENTS, 

We make these extracts from the report for May 
of the Rev. Thomas J. Rutledge, ALABAMA: 

IT have had some discouragements and some 
sickness, but I am stronger than. I was a month 
ago, in the faith and consolation of the Gospel I 
preach. _My success has not been equal to my 
desire, collections being small, because of great 
scarcity of money. I spent several days with each 
society, so as to thoroughly reorganize and put 
them in good working order, and plans have been 
projected for several branch societies and colport- 
eurs. We had quite an interesting annual meeting 
of the Perry County Bible Society, as it was the 
first time the Baptists ever co-operated there, and 
they came into it with life and zeal, I was also 
much encouraged by the spirit and sentiment of 
the other Bible meetings I attended. I also find 
that the people are feeling a very great interest in 
the coloured race, and are anxious to supply them, 
as far as they are able, with the word of God.

| doing the home work faithfully. Knox County , | 
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has met with a severe loss the past year, by the 
burning of their depository at Galesburg, nearly 
$600 worth of books being destroyed, and no in- 
surance. They have, however, made good their 
loss by more generous contributions, especially in 
Galesburg, and are now prosecuting a more 
thorough exploration ‘of their field than ever be- 
fore, or than is perhaps usually made anywhere. 
They contemplate a complete moral census of the 
county, ascertaining the religious preferences and 
habits of the people, the number of children in 
Sunday schools, those not attending, ete. Each 
of these counties voted to help on the railroad 
supply. . 

From the distant field of KANSAS we have these 
statements, which are presented in the Rev. 8S. Y. 
Lum’s report for May : 

During the month I have visited two of the new 
counties in the southwestern part of the State. 
At Hutchinson, Reno County, I found a very en- 
terprising community of some five hundred per- 
sons, with the county filling up very fast and in 
every direction, all the growth of a year and a 
half; one church completed and another just to be 
commenced. Nota drinking saloon in the county. 
I succeeded in organizing an auxiliary. 


The report of the Rev. George 8. Savage, of 
Kentucky, for last month, contains items of in- 
terest concerning his work: 

The month has been one of unusual activity in 
this district. Assistant agent Rev. E. H. Pearce 
visited, during the month, the counties in what is 
called the ‘Jackson Purchase” territory, lying in 


the extreme western part of the State, and between | 


the Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers. -He visited 
many auxiliaries, and travelled many miles in stage 
and wagon, with the mud axle-deep. I visited the 
northeastern part of our State, and held five anni- 
versaries in two weeks. The aggregate collections 
for the month amount to $869 72; and the two 
Methodist and one Presbyterian congregations in 
the town of Ashland, Boyd County, containing a 
population of about 1,500, contributed $562 of the 
above amount, while of the latter sum Mr. John 
Means and Mr. David L. Geiger each gave $200. 


We have the following account of the Boone 
County Bible Society, Mrssourt, from the May re- 
port of the Rev. E. Wright : 

This society, centering in Columbia, held its an- 
nual meeting in May, as usual, with success ; and 
it is pleasant, in this literary place, to see the chief 
men and the public sentiment on the right side, 
and with this live auxiliary, which is not content 
to hold annual meetings simply, but-proposes to 
hold quarterly ones as well. The same is true of 
the St. Louis County Society, organized a year 
since. Its first anniversary, held some fifteen 
miles from our city, was of deep interest. ; 


The Rev. William McCandlish writes from 


Omaha, NEBRASKA: 


Ihave made a journey of 230 miles, to and from 
‘Madison County, by carriage, cars, and stage. I 
reached Norfolk, the seat of Madison County, in 
three days. Though the waters were fearfully 
high by great rains, the Lord kept me under the 
shadow of his wings. The great point to be gained 
in this county was the co-operation of a large set- 
tlement of Prussians, who are near Norfolk; and 
I am happy to say that they are a decidedly re- 
ligious community, having a church that must 


number at least one hundred and fifty members. I] ly 
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participated in the morning service, which occu- 
pied two and a quarter hours, and in the evening 
addressed a union meeting, at which a county 
Bible society was organized, with a Prussian for 
president. 

The Rev. P. E. Brown, D.D., of WEstERN NEw 
York, writes: 

During the past month I have Yaboured hard, 
but financially with small success; though amidst 
all embarrassment, I feel greatly encouraged be- 
cause of the greatly increased interest manifested 
among the friends of the Cause. 


The Rev. P. A. Strobel sends us ample notes of 
his travels in Norra Carouina, during May, from 
which we can make only extracts : 

Tyrrell County Society, centering at Columbia, 
is dead. No meetings had been held in over 
two years. I found a box of Bibles and Testa- 
ments stowed away in an unoccupied store room, 
where they had remained unopened for over two 
years. Fortunately they were not much damaged, 
and were removed to the store of the newly elected 
depositary, who will properly care for them. 
There is much destitution in this county, and Bible 
work has been greatly neglected. The society is 
now reorganized, and I trust tiat good work will 
be accomplished. 

The labours of your District Superintendent 
during the past month have been unusually severe. 
He has travelled 875 miles, sometimes on foot, 
sometimes in an open canoe through the. swamps ; 
and amidst many hardships and not a few perils 
he has prosecuted his work, having been very 
graciously sustained by a kind and watchful Provi- 
dence. He gratefully acknowledges God’s sustain- 
ing care, and has much to encourage him in the 
improved condition of the work in his district, 
and the sympathy and Christian kindness with 
which he has been everywhere received. 


Mr. Strobel reports the sudden death of the Rev. 
William Holmes, for many years president of the 
Henderson Bible Society, who had always been a 
friend of the Bible cause, and to whose efforts much 


| of the efficiency of that auxiliary is due. 


The Rev. E. A. Bolles, of Sourm Carona, 
remarks : 

During the past month my labours have been 
abundant. On some Sabbaths I officiated as many 
as four times. In my rounds of duty kind words 
were received from the friends of the Bible, and 
especially was I respectfully and attentively heard 
by the coloured people in their churches and Sun- 
day schools. They continue to improve in the 
villages and cities of this State, and in those neigh- 
bourhoods recently visited 1 also found them im- 
proving from their daily contact with educated 
white people. anil 


We gather these particulars from last month’s 
report of Rev. Wesley Smith, WEesTeRN Texas: 

My trip to Brownsville was pleasant, and I trust 
profitable. If the little band of Bible workers 
there can receive the necessary relief and assist- 
ance, they may be able to accomplish much good 
in that distant field. My visit to Corpus Christi 
was also attended with much pleasure and some _ 
profit. The society there is in a healthy condition, — 
as are also, financially, the auxiliaries at Indianola 
and Victoria, though not so strong as in former 
years. The friends of our noble institution are great- 


in the minority in all of these coast towns.

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Mr. Smith has-now started on another long trip 
through a region which, owing to frequent Indian 
raids, is sometimes considered unsafe by those who 
view things from a merely human standpoint, 
though he deems it safe for one who is in the path 
of duty. 

ATLANTA BIBLE SOCIETY, GEO, 

The anniversary exercises of this society were 
celebrated last month simultaneously in three dif- 
ferent churches of the city, and the report pre- 
sented many items of interest, asshowi ing the work 
done there. Families visited, 4,550, of which 370 
were destitute of the Bible. Value of books sold 
during the year, $495.50, and books donated to 
the value of $254 50. 

The addresses formed the principal feature of the 
exercises, and were delivered by the Rey. W. P. 
Harrison at Wesley Chapel, Rey. Virgil Nor- 
cross and Judge D. F. Hammond at Evans Chapel, 
and at the Central, by Rev. W. A. Parks, 
Hon. George Hillyer, and Mr. Howard Van Epps. 
From the last speaker’s remarks we take the 
following: 

Surely this is a time when a society having in 
view the distribution of the Sacred Record amid 
the families of the destitute, should take its rank 
side by side in the popular estimation as an im- 
partial and co-ordinate power with that educa- 
tional policy whose humanity declares wealth and 
caste to be no longer entitled to a monopoly of 
intelligence. The public ministrations. of the 
altar, the irregular and accidental operations of 
private charity, will not supply the spiritual wants 
of thiscommunity. There are, in every quarter, 
unhappy ones so sunk in apathy that the 
sweet Sabbath bell bears to them no injunc- 
tion, suggests no harmony, recalls no memories, 
pledges no repose; there are retreats squalid 
and repulsive, upon whose suffering and despised 
inmates a gentle touch never rests, no word 
ever falls encouragingly, no eye ever melts with 
sympathy. It is left for an association founded 
upon established principles of business, and oper- 
ated by agents who must be efficient if they would 
continue to be employed, to penetrate the Tegions 
of destitution and want, and whenever one is found 
in the image of God and without His precepts for 
a guide, to set up there a pillar of cloud by day 
and of fire by night.

The num- 
ber of branches recently established is seventeen, 
making a total of 428. Among them we have spe- 
cial pleasure in including a society or branch at 
Victoria, Vancouver Island, and another at New 
Westminster, British Columbia. Hight colport- 
eurs have been employed in carrying and dis- 
tributing the sacred yolume from house to house 
in the remote and more sparsely settled parts 
of the country. Their reports furnish satisfactory 
evidence of their faithfulness and competency. 

The income of the society to the 31st March 
was $30,646 -93, and in reviewing the financial 
question, the directors feel justified in stating that 
they regard the report of the year as most satis- 
factory.

BIBLES FOR THE BLIND, 

The following case of a poor blind girl, residing 
in Bureau Co., Ill., who has recently been supplied 
with the New Testament in raised letter, is one of 
peculiar interest. .She is now twenty years of age, 
and has been blind from infancy. At the age of 
twelve she began to go to school, as her brothers 
and sisters did. The teacher of their district made 
for her raised letters with a pencil, and in this 
way taught her how to read. The older scholars 
used to sit with her, and study their spelling 
lessons aloud, until she could spell as well as any 
in the school. When she was sixteen years old 
she experienced religion and was baptized; and 
since that time she has greatly desired to be able 
to read for herself the word of God, though it is 
only within a very short time that this ardent 
wish has been gratified by the arrival of the two 
volumes of the New Testament in raised letter. 
When she received them and was told that they 
were a present from the Bible Society, for some 
time she could not speak. The tears rolled down 
her cheeks, and her hands trembled with excite- 
ment.

NAPOLEON AND THE BIBLE, 
Mr. Doering, of Bremen, relates the following: 
Having mentioned Miss Heye’s present of a

As the disarmed and deposed emperor, exe- 
crated by his people, had removed, the day after 
Sedan, to Wilhelmshohe, a pious English lady, who 
had lived ten years in the vicinity of the Tuillerics, 

_in Paris, hastened toGermany. Arrived at Frank- 
fort, she bought the most elegant French Bible to 
be got at the depot of the British Bible Society, 
and repaired to Wilhelmshohe. Through the 
kindness of a Prussian officer, she gained admit- 


tance to the suite of rooms set apart for the em- 
peror. Requesting an audience, Mr. Pietri, Na- 
poleon’s friend, made his appearance, and inquired 
after the lady’s pleasure. The door to the emperor’s 
room had been left open, and she was persuaded 
that he was near to listen. She addressed the 
officer therefore as loud as she could, to the follow- 
ing effect: She had often seen Napoleon, she said, 
in the days of his greatness, without ever finding 
an oppartunity of serving him, but at the time of 
his misfortune she felt it her duty to offer him that 
which yields the best and lasting comfort for life 
and for death—the word of God—begging the 
emperor’s acceptance of it, and beseeching him to 
read it daily; for then his misfortune would prove 
instrumental in procuring his happiness and his 
eternal salvation, . After these words, Mr. Pietri 
took the Bible to the next room. After an ab- 
sence of some minutes he returned with the answer, 
That the emperor was very thankful for the sym- 
pathy of the lady, but could not well accept her 
gift for the good reason that he possessed two 
Bibles already, being afraid lest such a precious 
book should be superfluous in his possession. He 
further assured her that he had already before- 
hand realized her wish as to the reading of it, and 
had found it to yield the only substantial comfort. 

The writer youches for the truth, of this state- 
ment, as he has been informed of it by the general 
agent of the British Bible Society, who knows the 
English lady personally. If Napoleon has spoken 
the truth in this instance, he has learned. more 
during the last two years of his suffering and 
wisfortune than thousands of his fellow men, and 
may after all have realized the truth of the words, 
“But many that are first-shall be last, and the last 
shall be first.”— Westphalischer Hausfreund.

THE BIBLE IN AL ROMISH FAMILY, 

After the great fires in Michigan, in October, 
1871, I was supplving a Sunday school and the 
neighbourhood with Bibles and other books. 

A widow was superintendent of the Sunday 
school, with whom I left one Bible which had not 
been spoken for, telling her to give it to the one 
that needed it most. Soon after she wrote: 
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“You cannot guess who got that Bible, and 
how after you left Mr. Rorick, a Roman Catholic. 
came in and I showed it to him. Said he, ‘And 
would you give a Bible to a poor man that never 
had one in his house or hands these eighteen 
years? ‘Yes, certainly.’ I gave it to him and 
said I hoped he would read it and it would do 
him good; but if, at any time, he did not want it, 
he must bring it back. 

‘“¢T shall never bring it back, but read it as long 
as I live. I tell ye, Mrs. Thayer, the children came 
to your Sunday school, read it there, and learn 
the verses out of it, and on the cards taken out 
of it, and it does them good and makes them 
better children; and I said, If it be good for the 
children "twill be good for the old folks too.’ 
Looking at it and turning it over, he broke out 
again, ‘And hayen’t I got reading enough to last 
me as long asI live? I shall always read it.’ 

Mrs. Thayer adds: “Several children, from 
Catholic families, are constant at the Sunday 
school, and some that do not come read_ the 
books.” 

A few days ago I saw her again, and she told me: 
that a daughter of Mr. Rorick informed her that 
during allthe summer, his whole family, including 
some that were married, have come to his house on 


Sundays and. spent hours together reading and | 


hearing the Bible; and, said she, “ It do’nt do no 
hurt, but it does us good, and makes us want to 
be better all the week. . They’ve always been 
telling us ’twas different from our Bible; but it 
is’nt no different. It’s just as our good priests have 
always told us. The Bible wont hurt nobody.” 

So the Bible, through the Sunday school, is 
leavening the lump in these new and destitute 
places.—A Missionary of the American Sunday 
School Union.

A PHILOSOPHER’S OPINION OF THE BIBLE, 

A learned Swiss writer (Jean de Miller) was 
deeply engaged in historical studies at Cassel in 
the year 1782. Indefatigable in research, he wrote 
to his friend, Charles Bonnet, that he had studied 
all the ancient authors, without one exception, in 
the order of time in which they lived, and had 
not omitted to take note of a single remarkable 
fact. Amongst other works, it occurred to him to 
_ glance at the New Testament, and we give in his 
own words the impression it produced upon him: 

“How shall I express what I have found here? 
I had not read it for many years, and when I 
began it I was prejudiced against it. The light 
which blinded St, Paul in his journey to Damas- 
cus was not more prodigious, or more surprising 
to him than what I suddenly discovered was. to 
me the accomplishment of every hope, the per- 
fection of all philosophy, the explanation of all 
revolutions, the key of all the apparent contradic- 
tions of the material and moral world, of life and 
immortality. I see the most astonishing things 
effected by the smallest means. I see the connec- 
tion of all the revolutions in Europe and Asia 
with that suffering people to whom were com- 
mitted the promises; as one likes to entrust a 
manuscript to those who not knowing how to 
write, cannot falsify it.

MORALITY INSUFFICIENT, 

Dr. W. T. Eckert, a young man of superior 
moral character, recently died in Illinois, and on 
Sabbath, June 15th, 1873, a large congregation 
participated in his funeral services. The pas- 
tor, Rev. J. S. Aker, speaking of the char- 
acter of the deceased, who had for a while made 
his boast of the sufficiency of morality, told us 
that the young man’s mother died when he was 
but one year old, and that she, being a woman of 
deep piety, in dying embraced her child, prayed 
specially that he might meet her in heaven, and 
enjoined her husband to preserve her Bible and 
present it to their child when he was old enough 
to read it, praying that God might make it what 
death prevented her from being, his teacher and 
guide to salvation. The father did as the dying 
mother requested. The child even in early youth 
drifted with the tide toward the West, and spent 
a dozen years in the mountains and along the 
Pacific coast. His associations were of the most 
unpromising kind; he became a teamster, and 
spent years in the society of swearing, drinking, 
gambling, and sensual men, but, strange to tell, 
“was never known to swear an oath or give way 
to passionate tempers in all his life.” To be sure 
he imbibed some of the spirit of his associates, for 
“He that walketh with wise men shall be wise; 
but a comparion of fools shall be destroyed,” and 
this young man entertained the idea that salva-

It is 
hard to overestimate the importance of this new 
translation, so well advanced, of the Holy Scrip- 
tures; and it seems to me not improper to refer 
to an instrumentality in the enterprise, especially 
as the facts may stimulate the zeal and enlarge 
the hopes of other labourers. ~A widow, whose 
husband went to his reward while he and she 
were engaged as missionaries in Persia, was deep- 
ly impressed with the necessity of the work in 
question, and undertook to raise means to secure 
its accomplishment. Her homé is in the little 
town where I reside, far from the great centres of 
wealth and of religious effort, but she zealously 
and hopefully pursued her purpose, till she found 
a friend whom God made willing to advance the 
sums needed to have the translation assumed by a 
competent person, and the undertaking supported 
to completion. oe 

Hardly two years have intervened since these 
occurrences, and neither the lady referred to nor 
myself were yet looking for substantial results, 
when a copy of the work mentioned surprised us, 
under peculiar and impressive circumstances.

The following license to read the Bible is in a 
fine copy of the translation of the Spanish version 
of Cassiodoro de Reyna in 1569, with MS. notes 
prefixed by Senor Don Juan Isidro Faxardo (a 
former possessor of this same Bible) : 

Mabprip , 12th December, 1716. 

“Don Francisco, by divine clemency, Cardinal 
Judge of the Holy Apostolic See, of the Title of 
Santa Samina, Archbishop of Mowreal, Inquisitor- 
General of all the kingdoms and lordships of his 
Catholic Majesty, of his Councillors of State, &c., 
&e. By virtue of these presents, we concede 
license and privilege to Don Juan Isidro Faxardo, 
Knight of the Order of -Calatrava, Gentleman 
Usher of his Majesty, of his Council, and Secretary 
of Degrees in the Secretary’s Office of General 
Despatch of the General Cabinet of the Revenue 
Officer of State and Governor of Madrid, that for 
the term of three years he may keep and read the 
Bible in Spanish, Portuguese, French, and Tuscan. 
Which Bible he shall keep under lock and. key 
with all carefulness, bearing in mind that after 
the expiration of the license, he may no longer 
make use of it, without a request made to us, and 
that in case of his failure, it is to be delivered up 
to the Holy Office under the Canonical penalties 
which those persons incur who have prohibited 
books. Given at Madrid, 21st day of April, 1716, 
the Cardinal Inquisitor-General, by order of his 
Eminence, Don Joseph Fernandez de Jubera, 
Secretary, Registered folio 173, License to read 
the Bible issued in favour of Don Juan Isidro

THE BIBLE A LIFE PRESERVER, — 
At a Bible meeting lately held near Sydney, in 
Australia, one of the speakers mentioned the fol- 


lowing striking fact, as showing the hope and 


. 


confidence inspired, in a season of supposed 
danger, by the unexpected discovery of a Bible: 
“Captain Mc Donald observed, that he had for- 
merly entertained unfavourable opinions respect- 
ing matters of Bible circulation, but he felt it 
proper to mention a circumstance that had 
come under his own observation, and which 
entirely changed his views.. When he was among 
the Fiji Islands he came to one place where he 
found that a vessel from California had been 
wrecked. The passengers and erew, in their fan- 
cied freedom from any danger, gave way to en- 
joyment, when suddenly their vessel struck on a 
reef, and became a complete wreck. Their horror 
could hardly be described, when, in the morning, 
they found themselves helpless among savages, 
who were once well known to regard whoever was 
cast on their coast as subjects of plunder and 
murder. Summoning all their courage, they 
made for shore, and went to the nearest hut, not 
knowing what was to become of them. On 
entering, the chief officer saw lying on a board one 
object that arrested his attention. It was not a 
club, nor a barbed spear, nor a tomahawk: it was 
a small Bible! ‘ We are safe, he said to his com- 
panions: ‘wherever that book is, there is no dan- 
ger to be apprehended.’ The fact was, some 
little time before the missionaries had gone there, 
and such was the change wrought among these 
people that they not only spared the sailors, but 
entertained them hospitably until, after three 
weeks, he arrived there and took them away.”

HISTORIC ORIGIN OF THE BIBLE. 

One of the many wonderful things about the 
Bible is, that so many other ‘books should have 
been written about it. One of its writers long 
ago declared that of making many books there 
is no end. What was true in the days of the 
Preacher is as true to-day. The translators, the - 
expounders, the critics, the historians, have not 
finished their Gyorgy s |! Sos ae Se 

Among the newly published books to which we 
think it fit to call the attention of the readers of 
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the Bible Society Record, is one by the Rev. Edwin 


Cone Bissell, on “The Historic Origin of the 
Bible.” The author has been a diligent compiler 


of facts, and here presents them in an instructive 
form, bringing into the compass of a single 
volume a great store of materials which he has 
gathered from numerous authors. About ninety 
pages of this book are devoted to the history of 
the English Bible from the days of Wickliffe on- 
ward, as one man after another was raised up to 
help on the grand consummation which gave to 
all the English speaking people that, version 
which, for two centuries and a half, has done so 
much for the enlightenment of .man and the sal- 
vation of souls. 
“unlike that of Jerome, or Luther, or even 
Tyndale, has the grand recommendation of being 
a growth, the highest bloom indeed, of all the 
versions which had been made in the century 
preceding. It represents, too, the ri ipest scholar- 
ship of England at that time, not only in one, but 
in all branches of the church.” _ _ 

From the history of the English Bible the au- 
thor goes back to the early history of the New 
Testament, giving an account of the various ex- 


tant manuscripts, and of ancient versions, and } 


some history of the printed text; after which he 
discusses the canon and the evidences of the 
genuineness of the separate books. The history 
of the Old Testament is treated in a similar way, 
though with less fullness. 

In an appendix, the author, at considerable 
length, gives the views of. many writers on the 
general subject of a reyision of the English ver- 
sion, both favourable and adverse, together with 
an account of the recent movement in England 
toward revision. In-this he aims to present such 
a general resumé of facts as to make it easy to 
form an intelligent opinion as to the desirableness 
and practicability of any revision, 

From the introduction, by the Rev. Dr. R. D, 
Hitchcock, we quote these paragraphs: 

That so many books, of so many kinds, historic, 
poetic, dogmatic, and prophetic, from the pens of 
so many writers of such various culture, and so far 
apart in history, should yet be only’ one book, 
with a unity as perfect as that of any drama, is a 
phenomenon which no infidel theory accounts for. 
The Apocryphal books, whether of the Old or of 
the New Testament, do not trouble us. The 
more they are studied, the more clear it be- 
comes that they deserve no place in the canon. 
It is felt to have been a sure instinct that ruled 
them out. . 

‘As for the purity of the text, so much imper- 
illed by endless transcription, it is found that no 
other ancient writings have suffered so little. 
Reverence for the Bible bas always guarded it 
like a flaming sword. The various readings, at 
first sight so formidable in number, turn out to be 

uite harmless in character. The great facts. and 

trines of revelation remain intact. —

“This version,” says Mr. Bissell,’ 


The severest test to which a book can be sub- 
jected is that of translating it into other Jan- 
guages than the one in which it was. written. 
The Koran is not much of a book in any lan- 
,guage but the Arabic. Even Shakspeare is no 
longer Shakspeare in French. The Bible is 
mostly Semitic and provincial; and yet in every 
language its voice is clear, ringing, and majestic. 
It is the only, book that h: 18 ever made the circuit 
of the globe, holding its own in every important 
language or dialect ‘of men. 

Of all the versions, our own is probably, on the 
whole, the best. If Moses and Isaiah can be made 
to speak in any other language than Hebrew, or 
Paul and John can be made to speak in any other 
language than Greek, that language is our own 
mother tongue. Of this it w ould ill become us to 
boast. Far better is it for us to be awed and 
over-awed by the sacredness of what is committed 
to our trust. If the voice that spake from Sinai 
in one language, and from Calvary in another, is 
now more resonant in our own, it. behooves us to 
rejoice with trembling. _Unto us are committed 
“the oracles of God.” 

It is of the Bible as a book amongst books, that 
this volume undertakes to treat. It covers 
ground not coyered by any single volume which 
has yet appeared. And, so far as I have examin- 
ed, the work appears to me to have been well 
done. The author, whom I have known for some 
years as an ardent and critical scholar, has spared 
no pains to be sound and accurate in his conclu- 
sions. If he now wins the success he merits, it 
will be all he has need to covet.
